1993child’s death probe 
may be reopened soon

The sudden death of a two- 
year-old boy in Romulus three 
years ago is being “reviewed 
by the Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s office,” Romulus Detec¬ 
tive Sgt. Gordon Malaniak 
revealed Tuesday, following 
the arrest of the boy’s mother 
on a charge she suffocated her 
son on July 17 in Monroe 
County. 

Arrested and charged with 
murder by the Monroe County 
Sheriff’s Department is Jen¬ 


nifer Scibilia, 24, of Carleton. 

The young mother has been 
charged with causing the 
death of her son, Matthew 
Bower. The boy’s body was 
found dead by his stepfather, 
Marc Scibilia, in the family’s 
trailer home, as he returned 
home from work, Monroe Sher¬ 
iffs officials report. 

While the mother report¬ 
edly claims the boy died as a 
result of his asthma problems, 
the Sheriffs Department lists 
suffocation as the cause of 
death.

Goddard Road development 
awaits new funding feud

Downtown (Goddard Road) 
repavement and development 
is about to begin? Or is it? 

The City Council on Monday 
night authorized Mayor Will¬ 
iam Oakley and City Clerk 
Linda Choate to sign contracts 
paid heavily by federal funds 
to improve Goddard road from 
Wayne Road to Morris road. 

Since it was earlier hoped 
that the major road project 
would have been started ear¬ 
lier this summer, Councilman 
Michael Prybyla asked “when 
will this job begin?” 

Mayor William Oakley 
stated bluntly “no one in this 
room knows for sure, it is up to 
the state of Michigan!” 


To add to the confusion on 
the Goddard road project, 
Downtown Development Asso¬ 
ciation Chairman Bill Crane 
stressed at the council meeting 
that he wants to see the entire 
Wayne road-Five Points pro¬ 
ject completed soon even if the 
DDA has to borrow $700,000 or 
more to finish it. 

Crane and Oakley are at 
odds on the timing on the 
downtown project completion. 
Crane has been pressing coun¬ 
cil and DDA members for im¬ 
mediate action. He stated 
Monday night “we (the DDA) 
have a meeting Tuesday after¬ 
noon and I’m sure I have the 
votes to get this project done.” 

Council members were 
equally strong in their feelings 
about getting the project fin-

Romulus voters this Novem¬ 
ber will be able to vote for 
four-year terms for President, 
U.S. senator and Wayne 
County commissioner. But they 
will not be able to accept or 
reject a four year term pro¬ 
posal for city officials. 

Mayor pro tern Randolph 
Gear and Council members 
William Wadsworth and De¬ 
borah Romak rejected that op¬ 
tion Monday night, saying the 
Romulus voters have spoken 
out on that issue numerous 
times in the past. 

City Clerk Linda Choate had 
checked with Lansing Monday 
morning and found out if the 
council had approved the ex¬ 
panded terms for city leaders 
that night, there was a good 
chance it could have been on 
the November ballot in Ro¬ 
mulus. 

Choate said there also 
would be no extra cost to local 
residents for the referendum. 

A majority of the council 
voted to place the referendum 
on the ballot, but since five 
votes were needed for a City 
Charter change it failed as the 
minority wing (also known as 
the McAnally team) opposed 
the effort. 

Mayor William Oakley had 
said during his recent cam¬ 
paign to unseat former Mayor 
Beverly McAnally that he 
hoped to have voters approve a 
four-year term for city offi¬ 
cials, since it would help fu¬ 
ture Romulus administrations 
attract higher quality depart¬ 
ment heads. 

Two year terms for mayor in 
particular have impeded new 
mayors from naming top qual¬ 
ity department heads in the 
past, various council members

concede, since most professio¬ 
nals do not want to risk inter¬ 
rupting their professional 
careers for a possible two year 
stint in city government.

four-year terms.

Belleville teacher 
gets lost in space

Patricia Matkovic has had a 
busy summer. 

Not only did she build a hot 
air balloon, launch a hand¬ 
made rocket, and go up in a 
glider, she also got to see some 
rocks - moon rocks to be exact. 

Matkovic, a fifth grade 
teacher at Edgemont Elemen¬ 
tary School in Belleville, at¬ 
tended the NASA Educational 
Workshop for Elementary 
School Teachers (NEWEST) at 
Langley Research Center in 
Hampton, Va. 

The program, conducted 
last month, was created in 
hopes of bolstering student en¬ 
thusiasm for math and science 
by engaging their teachers in a 
program that educators can 
easily transfer to all areas of 
the elementary curriculum. 

Matkovic, whose main sub¬ 
jects are reading and social 
studies, said, “They (her stu¬ 
dents) will learn a lot about 
the space program, NASA, the 
spin-offs, and the things which 
effect all citizens. There will 
be a lot more activities. If I 
want to get them interested, I 
have to try to make learning a 
lot more fun. Then they can 
tell me what they learned, in¬ 
stead of me telling them.” 

Matkovic added that she left 
the program with two boxes 
full of material to use in her 
classes. 

“The lesson plans are all 
laid out for me,” she said. “I 
shouldn’t have any trouble in¬ 
corporating it. We may make 
something the first week of 
classes.” 

The teacher became inter¬ 
ested in the program after 
speaking to another teacher 
who had been through it. 
Matkovic sent in her applica¬ 
tion, answered a couple of es¬ 
say questions about how she 
would like to use the informa¬ 
tion in her classes, and didn’t 
give it much thought. 

“It was a total surprise,” she 
said. “I never dreamed I’d get 
selected.” 

She was the only teacher 
from Michigan in her group. 

Matkovic said she believes 
she was chosen because she 
taught something other than 
science or math. In her classes, 
her students can read books on 
the space program, or learn 
about the history of the pro¬ 
gram. 

Matkovic said she will use 
the knowledge she gained to 
“give a shot in the arm to the 
aviation business and give en¬ 
thusiasm for the space pro¬ 
gram too,” 

“I wish everyone in the 
school could go,” she said. 

By completing the program, 
the teacher is now certified to 
bring some of the moon rocks 
to the Van Buren School Dis¬ 
trict for viewing. She ex¬ 
plained that everyone in the 
program had to be cleared by 
the FBI. 

Matkovic said the group of 
24 teachers who took part be¬ 
came virtual engineers, as they 
put together a nine-foot hot air 
balloon, built and launched 
rockets. 

“I had never done these 
sorts of things before,” she 
said. The Belleville teacher 
explained that they were ex¬ 
pected to act as engineers, 
given balloons, straws, and 
rubber bands, and told to 
make something that would fly 
without an engine. 

Her class will most likely 
view a video tape of a telecon¬ 
ference which took place bet¬ 
ween Matkovic’s group, two 
other groups in different parts 
of the country, and Michael E. 
Lopez-Alegria, an emissions 
specialist who was on a recent 
space shuttle mission.

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She said the program meant

Matkovic explained she has a 
computer at home, but needs 
to hook up a modem, some¬ 
thing she is planning to do 
soon. 

Part of the experience 
found Matkovic strapped in to 
a flight simulator. After flying 
her plane perpendicular to the 
horizon for the entire time, her 
fellow group members gave 
her a suggestion. 

“They said I should never 
fly a plane,” Matkovic said 
with a laugh. 

Along with the many activ¬ 
ities, Matkovic also attended a 
number of seminars. She ex¬ 
plained that one was from a 
specialist from the Voyager 
program, in which a robot ex¬ 
plored Mars, sending back 
photos and video. 

“I think their main reason 
was to search for life,” she 
said, adding that they didn’t 
find any. “They found water on 
Mars. They expected to find 
more.” 

She said they also learned 
about how NASA is about 
more than just putting man on 
the moon, they do have spin-off 
projects. 

“They did research on grow- 
ing crystals in space,” 
Matkovic explained. “If they 
can grow a perfectly clear crysr 
tal, they can put it in lasers, 
which will help surgery pa¬ 
tients. Most people don’t reab 
ize that the research gained 
does trickle down to John Q: 
Public eventually. For exam¬ 
ple, the International Space 
Station. It is scheduled to open 
in Fall 1997. It’s not that far 
away.” 

Back down to Earth, 
Matkovic said she would like 
to have a Science Week at 
Edgemont. “I know I’ll do 
something with the parents. 
Maybe we’ll make a telescope. 
If they can make something 
that they can actually use, it 
makes it even more interest¬ 
ing.” 

Included in the materials 
Matkovic brought home with 
her, there were some posters, 
including one called, Mapping 
the Solar System. 

“I’ve never seen one that is. 
this good,” she said, adding; 
that NASA would obviously be 
the people who could do this. 

The teacher said she would 
be happy to share the informa-' 
tion and materials she re- ( 
ceived with anyone who is 
interested. She will definitely' 
be sharing them with her fel¬ 
low teachers at Edgemont. 

When asked for one word to* 
define the trip, Matkovic be¬ 
came speechless, explaining! 
that she can’t say enough good 
things about the experience.’

Veteran Councilman Jim¬ 
mie Raspberry said he was 
looking “forward to the Coun¬ 
cil and Oakley Administration 
working together in finishing 
this project.”

moved out of Romulus. 

According to police reports, 
Smith had called 9-1-1 the 
night before Jason’s death and 
claimed he had gone into res¬ 
piratory distress while riding 
with her in a car. 

The ambulance crew took 
the child to Heritage Hospital, 
where doctors could find noth¬ 
ing wrong with him, Malaniak 
said. 

He went home with his 
mother and then a few hours 
later (about 2 a.m.) she called 
police to say she found him un¬ 
responsive when she checked 
him out in his bed moments 
before. 

Jason later was pronounced 
dead after being taken back to 
Heritage Hospital in Taylor. 

A Wayne County Medical 


Examiner’s autopsy initially 
listed the cause of death as a 
form of pneumonia. 

Because of the suspicious 
nature of Jason’s death, three 
independent pathologists 
were asked to review the cause 
of death. They could find no 
sign of pneumonia, Malaniak 
said, and thus the offical cause 
of death was switched to “un¬ 
determined.” 

Malaniak and the Monroe 
Sheriffs Department officials 
have discussed the two cases 
and thus there remains a 
strong possibility that the Ro¬ 
mulus death case may be re¬ 
opened. 

Sgt. John Bogucki of the 
Monroe Sheriffs Department 
said the Aug. 12 preliminary 
hearing “will be a very inter¬ 
esting (criminal) examina¬ 
tion.” 

Some decision on the local 
investigation could be an¬ 
nounced following that court 
date.

One resident who is a strong 
supporter of former Mayor 
Beverly McAnally told this 
writer months ago, “I voted for 
the four-year term request be¬ 
fore, but I won’t now!” 

Is the city of Romulus so di¬ 
vided politically that they 
would be willing to sacrifice 
hiring higher quality depart¬ 
ment heads rather than offer a 
political adversary a chance to 
win the first four year term in 
the city’s history.

Pitoniak wins primary test

Veteran 22nd Michigan 
State Representative Gregory 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor) easily won 
his party’s renomination on 
Tuesday by besting his chal¬ 
lenger Donald Zub in both Tay¬ 
lor and Romulus. 

The voting in Romulus was 
extremely light. 

Zub is a former two term 
mayor of Taylor. If elected in 
November Pitoniak will com¬ 
plete his final term as state 
representative because of 
term limitations. 

The vote in Romulus was 
Pitoniak, 732, and Zub, 112. 
Taylor voters gave Pitoniak 
2,186 to Zub’s 541. 

Zub spent primary vote eve 
at a Romulus council meeting 
and told residents that he 
“walked Romulus” the last few 
weeks prior to the primary. 

A retired insurance man 
and county employee, Zub

the Michigan House in 1988 
and later because of reappor¬ 
tionment had Romulus added 
to his district in 1992. 

Pitoniak has gained -hjs 
greatest fame in Romulus by 
co-sponsoring an anti¬ 
commercial deepwell project 
bill along with Sen. Loren Ben¬ 
nett. While the bill would not 
ban such injection wells in 


Michigan, it would make the 
process to obtain and operate 
such wells much tougher. 

Zub, who served as Taylor 
mayor back in the 70s, cam¬ 
paigned on the issue that the 
Democratic Party has lost 
touch with the common man. 

His Romulus campaign was 
hindered somewhat by a lack 
of funds and no lawn signs. But 
Zub countered that by saying 
he was running a shoestring 
campaign, since he received 
no PAC funds like his en¬ 
trenched opponent did. 

Zub stressed also that he 
was opposed to creating new 
taxes, particularly those that 
might go to fund projects out¬ 
side the 22nd District. 

He also expressed great op¬ 
position to state funding of 
projects such as Detroit Tiger 
Stadium. 

Pitoniak will now face Mat¬ 
thew Ruffner, 22, a Republican 
from Taylor in the November 
general election.

Crime prevention officer 
John Leacher and Nemeth es¬ 
timated that between 25-30 
persons attended the group’s 
first meeting and revealed the 
next meeting will begin at 7 
p.m. Aug. 19 at Fire Station 
Four. 

Meetings following that ses¬ 
sion hopefully will be con- 
ducted at Halecreek 
Elementary School the third 
Monday of each month, Nem¬ 
eth stated.

Campaigning and 
politics 1996 style has 
evolved into mean-spir¬ 
ited dogfights in which 
candidates try to outdo

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Violence in the home translates to violence in the streets

It’s hard to remember that 
only a few years ago a husband 
could inflict a black eye and 
few cracked ribs on his wife 
and that as long as he didn’t 
wake up the neighbors doing 
it, society looked on it as no¬ 
body’s business but the cou¬ 
ple’s own. 

We can thank the women’s 
movement for bringing the do¬ 
mestic violence issue to the 
fore. But domestic abuse is not 
a “women’s issue.’’ It’s a law 
enforcement issue that goes 
right to the heart of our efforts 
to fight crime and violence 
generally. 

Violence in the home trans¬ 
lates into violence in the 
streets. A high proportion of 
juveniles who commit serious 
crimes come from homes 



where physical and sexual 
abuse of spouses and children 
occurred. Violence, like the 
ABCs, is something children 
learn first and best at home. 

Little boys who witness or 
suffer domestic abuse too of¬ 
ten grow up to be batterers 
themselves, and little girls 
grow up to be victims. Break¬ 
ing that cycle is one of our 
most important goals. But the 
effects of domestic violence 
spread much farther than that. 
Children who experience 
abuse themselves, or who are 
helpless witnesses to violence 
against a parent, suffer shame, 
guilt, rage and self-hatred, a 
boiling mix of emotions that 
especially during adolescence. 


can erupt into violence and se¬ 
rious criminal behavior. 

Wayne County has an excel¬ 
lent program for dealing with 
domestic violence, and we’re 
learning how to do it better all 
the time. The Prosecutor’s Of¬ 
fice, including our Child and 
Family Abuse Bureau, known 
as C-FAB, deals with more 
than 4,000 cases annually. 
That’s four times as many as 
we handled only three years 
ago. Changes in state law and 
our own procedures have 
made it easier to track and 
prosecute abusers and to pro¬ 
tect their victims. More people 
need to be aware of them. 

Battered women no longer 
have to bear the primary re¬ 
sponsibility for bringing 
charges against their abusers. 
If the evidence is there - medi¬ 
cal reports, police reports, 
photographs, the victims’ ini¬ 
tial statements - The Wayne 


County Prosecutor’s Office will 
bring charges, even if the fear¬ 
ful victim later wants to drop 
them. We want and need the 
cooperation of victims. But we 
won’t let an abuser walk away 
because he has bullied or 
threatened his victim. 

Crime has to have conse¬ 
quences - and domestic assault 
is a crime. Batterers may be 
sent to jail, or they may be put 
on probation with intensive 
counseling, but they are going 
to feel some consequences of 
their assaultive behavior. 

When police make an arrest 
in a domestic assault case, the 
law now requires the abuser to 
be held for a statutory 20 hour 
cooling-off period. That allows 
the survivor at least some time 
to think about leaving, seeking 
temporary shelter or help 
from a victim advocate. 

Accused abusers are now 
fingerprinted and can be 


tracked statewide, through dif¬ 
ferent jurisdictions, so police, 
prosecutors and courts will 
know more about an abuser’s 
past history in deciding how to 
handle each case. 

If we can reduce the inci¬ 
dence of domestic violence - 
physical and sexual, against 
adult partners and children - 
we can reduce the incidence of 
crime outside the home as 
well. The most feared and 
troubling criminal today is the 
“juvenile predator,” the young 
offender who commits shock¬ 
ingly violent crimes, seemingly 
without remorse or hesitation. 
Most of the focus has been on 
how to punish such behavior. 
More attention has to be paid 
on preventing it. 

the solutions aren’t easy. 
But surely one place to start is 
the very first place that young 
people witness or experience 
violence. It’s in the home that 


many young people learn that 
guns or knives or fists are a 
means of power and control. 
It’s in the home where they 
learn to take out their rage and 
frustration on helpless and in¬ 
nocent bystanders. It’s in the 
home where they learn that vi¬ 
olence works. 

It’s up to us to teach a differ¬ 
ent lesson. And we do that 
when we treat domestic vio¬ 
lence as the serious criminal 
behavior that it is. 

Editors note: In a continuing 
effort to involve all segments of 
the community in the effort to 
combat domestic violence, the 
Wayne County Coordinating 
Council to Prevent Domestic Vio¬ 
lence is holding a conference for 
clergy on Sept. 25 at Burton 
Manor in Livonia. The council is 
made up of 35 law enforcement, 
health and social service agen¬ 
cies.

Social Security benefits can be deposited at bank

New applicants for Social 
Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) will 
have their monthly benefit 
payment deposited directly 
into their bank account, ac¬ 
cording to Frances Heimes- 
Savickis, field representative 
of the Inkster Social Security 
office. 

“Beginning Aug. 1, 1996, 
people who apply for Social 
Security and Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) will 
have the convenience of direct 
deposit,” Heimes-Savickis 
stated. “That policy will also 
apply to people who receive 
any federal benefit payment, 
federal wage, salary or retire¬ 
ment payment, or vendor and 
expense reimbursement pay¬ 
ment.” 

“So when you come to apply 
for benefits, be sure to have 
your bank information with 
you -- documents that show 
your financial institution and 
your account, such as a per¬ 
sonal check, savings pass book, 
or an account statement,” she 


said. 

Heimes-Savickis said peo¬ 
ple already on the Social Secu¬ 
rity and SSI rolls who get 
checks will continue to be paid 
by check, unless they opt to 
change to direct deposit. Also, 
new beneficiaries who don’t 
have a bank account will be 
paid by check. 

With direct deposit, your 
money is available the same 
day you would have received a 
check. The difference is your 
money is sent directly to your 
bank. She cited the following 
advantages to direct deposit: 

• It’s safer - there is no risk 
of theft or loss through the 
mail. 

• It’s reliable - there is an 
electronic record of all pay¬ 
ments. 

• It’s economical -- payments 
are credited on the scheduled 
payment day. A number of fi¬ 
nancial institutions have spe¬ 
cial accounts for those who use 
direct deposit. 

• It’s convenient - no wor¬ 
ries when you are vacationing 


or otherwise away from home. 

About 61 percent of tht 43 
million people who get Social 
Security already receive their 
payment by direct deposit. If 
the 24 million Social Security 
and SSI beneficiaries who now 
receive checks changed to di¬ 
rect deposit, the savings to the 


taxpayers would be $9.6 mil¬ 
lion a month. The government 
saves 40 cents each time some¬ 
one uses directdeposit instead 
of a check. It costs 42 cents to 
process and mail each check, 
compared to 2 cents for direct 
deposit, according to the rep¬ 
resentative.

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School hoards in 
moral dilemma

Lessons in moral behavior 
could return to Michigan’s 
public schools. 

A member of the State 
Board of Education has pre¬ 
dicted that the board will pass 
a resolution recommending 
the teaching of character at 
the August meeting. 

A behaviorial study of stu¬ 
dents presented with the draft 
resolution concluded: “There 
is a growing concern at the in¬ 
crease among our young peo¬ 
ple of violent and acting-out 
behaviors, substance abuse 
and other self defeating ac¬ 
tions harmful to their own 
health and well-being and ap¬ 
parent disregard for values 
traditionally honored by com¬ 
munities. 

In response to these prob¬ 
lems. the draft resolution sug- 
gests teaching ‘‘the 
responsible exercise of free¬ 
dom, personal honesty, self- re¬ 
sponsibility, self-discipline, 
courage, love, seeking truth, 
doing what is good, a sense of 
self worth, good citizenship 
and a respect for others.’’ 

But the state board does not 
intend to set standards, ac¬ 
cording to one of its members. 

The proposal, if passed, will 
merely ask local boards to de¬ 
velop their own ethical stan 
dards in cooperation with 
parents, community members, 
and local business persons. 

“The state board seems to 
be recognizing that discipline 
and responsibility have to be 
instilled in pupils,” said Tom 
Bowles, Van Buren Public 
Schools trustee. “If it can be 
instilled in the lower grades, 
then the lessons will carry 
through in the students’ lives. I 
don’t mind spending time on 
that, even if takes away from 
basic education. These attrib¬ 
utes are needed.” 


Dr. William Bedell, superin¬ 
tendent of the Romulus Com- 
munity Schools, cannot 
understand what the fuss is 
about. 

“Within the boundaries of 
the Constitution, we’re already 
instilling ethics and teaching 
the difference between right 
and wrong,” he said. “Our stu¬ 
dents read about people in his¬ 
tory with good character. 
About people like Ghandi, 
Jefferson, Washington and Ele¬ 
anor Roosevelt. About the Pil¬ 
grims coming here to exercise 
religious freedom. About the 
people who sacrificed their 
lives at the Alamo. 

“Essays are another way we 
teach values,” he continued. 
“Kids pick topics to write on 
that emphasize our nation and 
what we believe in. We try to 
teach what the average Ameri¬ 
can thinks is ethical." 

Bedell emphasizes the non¬ 
religious nature of Romulus’s 
ethical readings and essay as¬ 
signments, and suspects that 
the majority of the state board 
has religious motives. 

In the past, state board pres¬ 
ident Clark Durant backed the 
idea of using Bible stories to 
teach the virtues. 

“There are a number of Bi¬ 
ble stories that teach good 
character,” he was widely 
quoted as saying, noting that 
the story of Moses teaches pa¬ 
tience, tolerance excellence, 
humility and leadership. 

However, Michigan courts 
have consistently held that the 
teaching of religion in public 
schools is forbidden. 

Wayne County Regional Ed¬ 
ucational Service Agency Su- 
perintendent Michael 
Flanagan is not ready to com¬ 
ment until the resolution is 
passed. 

“It’s not even something 
that’s been discussed,” said a 
district system worker.

Interest grows in 
Sumpter Garden

When Suzanne Keenan be¬ 
gan working at the Sumpter 
Senior Center, she had dreams 
of starting a garden. But, since 
it was such a large project, she 
didn’t know if she could garner 
up enough interest in the idea, 
and she let it fade. 

A few months ago, Diana 
Disney, who also works with 
the seniors, made a suggestion 
that the seniors plant a garden. 
Keenan credits Disney with 
“getting the ball rolling,” on 
the project. 

In its’ infancy, the garden 
doesn’t look like much, but if 
you look, you can definitely 
see the outline of the Sumpter 
Seniors’ English Victorian 
Butterfly Garden. In the shape 
of a butterfly, the seniors are 
busy planting different green¬ 
ery in each section of the 
‘wings’. They have flowers (pe¬ 
rennials and annuals), herbs, 
trees, and vegetables. There 
are also stone paths leading to 
different parts of the 80 by 45 
foot garden. 

Peter Lebarre, a master gar¬ 
dener from Michigan State 
University, has shown great in¬ 
terest in the seniors’ endeavor. 
He took pictures of the desig¬ 
nated area before they began. 
This photo shows an area 
filled with large rocks and 
other debris. What he saw 
when he came back a week 
later, was an entirely different 
story. The seniors had formed 
the outline, and began plant¬ 
ing. Impressed, Lebarre 
snapped another photo, show¬ 
ing both to those in his depart¬ 
ment at MSU. They planned a 


trip to Sumpter, and asked to 
be kept up to date on the pro¬ 
gress. 

Giving advice to the seniors 
to help their garden grow 
quicker, Lebarre suggested, 
“always break up the bottom of 
plants you get in a flat, or the 
plant will think it is still in the 
container. This will give it a 
chance to open up more.” 

Stephen Suliman, a mem¬ 
ber of the senior center, was 
raised on a farm, so he was 
happy when plans for the gar¬ 
den were discussed. Behind 
his Sumpter Township home, 
Suliman has a greenhouse, 
where he grows everything 
from seed. His reason for do¬ 
ing it this way, “If you grow it 
from seed, you can grow them 
the way you want. I grow a lot 
of flowers you can’t buy at 
greenhouses.” 

Suliman suggests keeping 
the soil around the plants 
hoed. “If you don’t hoe around 
them, they will turn yellow,” 
he said. “They’ve got to have 
air down to the roots.” 

Bedford Phillips has been 
gardening for about 20 years. 
His main item of interest is 
vegetables. He leaves the 
flower garden to his wife. Phi¬ 
llips secret for successful gar¬ 
dening is simple. “Keep the 
weeds out and keep the bugs 
off, and once in a while water 
them. Miracle Grow is tops.” 

Leona Mixon, who was busy 
planting flowering cabbage 
hasn’t been into serious gar¬ 
dening very long. “I just love 
playing in it,” she said. Her fa¬ 
vorite part of gardening is 
watching it grow. “I though it 
was a good idea,” she said of 
the butterfly garden. “But we

need all the hands we can get. 
I’m on the Beautification Com¬ 
mittee, so I have to be out 
here.” 

Senior Coordinator Keenan 
said they have gotten support 
from many different places. 
Pinter’s gave them perennials, 
as did Rene’s Greenhouse and 
Dean Sell’s Greenhouse. She 
said Builder’s Square is giving 
them a good deal on park 
benches. 

Some members of the cen¬ 
ter, Keenan explains, have 
large gardens of their own and 
are unable to lend much help 
to the butterfly garden. In¬ 
stead, they have donated var¬ 
ious items and flowers. This 
list includes Rose Cooper, So¬ 
phie Gomey, Margaret Elliot, 
Jim and Tilly Coleman, Benny 
Leonard, and Tom and Rosella 
Nowak. Lending their advice 


to the project are Jimmy and 
Annacarol Richichi, Bill Gar¬ 
dner, Joe and Pete McLain and 
Wanda Elden.

Champ emerges from field of 
85 with a 144, 5-stroke victory

Mark Morton had the right 
touch, and the right stuff this 
year. 

The 30-year-old direct mar- 
keting strategist for 
Southfield-based IBM shot a 
sizzling one-under-par 70 on a 
hot and humid Sunday to wrap 
up his first-ever City Golf 
Championship at the 1996 sum¬ 
mer classic staged over the 
weekend at The Woodlands of 
Van Buren. 

Morton’s two-day, 36-hole to¬ 
tal of 144 gave him a five-stroke 
cushion over runner-up Steve 
Engebretson Sr., who finished 
second overall with 76-73 
rounds for 149, which also 
earned him the City of West¬ 
land’s title. 

Engebretson kept the pres¬ 
sure on Morton to the end but 


was never able to make up the 
two-strokes he spotted the 
medalist during Saturday’s 
first round when he returned 
to the clubhouse with a 76. 

Morton, who has won seven 
Wayne city titles and the Pa¬ 
trolman Len Anderson Memo¬ 
rial Traveling Trophy which is 
awarded to the Wayne medal¬ 
ist, has played in the city tour¬ 
nament for the past 15 years. 

“I’m elated at the victory, 
but it wasn’t an easy one to 
win,” said Morton after the 
tournament. “It’s always great 
to win the first one. And this 
was a great tournament.” 

Morton said he felt that the 
key to the victory was his ex¬ 
cellent round on Saturday 
when, “although I played a 
poor round, I managed to sal¬ 
vage a decent score (74).” 

Morton’s game came to¬ 
gether on Sunday when he put

Young Westland ball player

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New health academy opens
